The third cauſe at this time which I wil 
touch is this, God ſẽdeth vs ſundꝛy cha ſtice⸗ 
mentes, and eſpecially that which is moſt 
greenous of all other, the anguiſh of ſpirit, 
and affliction of the ſoule : foʒ this purpoſe 
that we ſhould be warned in tyme howe to 
turne vnto him, and be free from the plage 
when itcommeth . Foz the — of 
God that are dayly pꝛeached vnto vs; they 
pearce deepe into the harts ot᷑ the true bele⸗ 
uers, and the wooꝛd that they heare, it woꝛ⸗ 
keth mightely in them, moꝛe ſharpe in their 
eares then a two edged ſwoꝛd, it entreth 
thozow them, euen to the deuiding a ſunder 
of the ſoule and of the ſpirite , and of the 
zoyntes; q ofthe marow,#eramineth all the 
F#.y. thoughtes

toughtes e the ententes of the hart, ſo that 
it is vnpoſſible that any part of them ſhaly 
be hid, but they are al open vnto iudgement 
and heare the vopce of the Loꝛd. Then their 
ſyn is reuiued in the mydſt of their bowels, 
their conſcience hath no reſt, they frele death 
wozkyng in their harts, and hell is befo2e 
them , They ſ& ſynne on their right hand, 
and Satan on thetrteft, ſhame vnder their 
fte, and an angrye Judge aboue them, 
tho woꝛld full of deſtrudion without, and a 
woꝛzme gnawing the hart within, the pwze 
ſynner knoweth not what to do. To hios 
hym ſelte it ts impoſſible , and to appeare 
it is intollerable. Then he bzeaketh out 
into lowde crpinges: O wꝛetched man 
that J am, who ſhall deliuer me from the 
bodye of this death? He Fro ey no reſt vnto 


his eyes, noꝛ lepe vnto hys epelpds, vntyil 
her finde him that is able to ſaue hym from 
this wzath , Jn his bed by night he ſeeketh 
him whom his ſaule loueth: in the ftretes 
and open places he enquireth after him, and 
after manye dates in which he cannot finde 
him, Chziſt ſheweth him ſelfe at the laſt a 
perpetual deliuerer, a viccoꝛious Lion of the 
tribe of Juda, in whom he hath ſtrong ſal- 
uation. When he hath mourned, becauſe of 
the plague that was befoze dy oN 
PP30C 


they,chap to the Hebrues] 
appꝛoch nere, and wipe awaye the feares 
from his epes. This the P2zophet Abacuk 


ſetteth fo2th in his own perſon : When J Abac. 3, 16, 


heard (ſaith he) the wozd of God, my belly 
trembled , my lyps ſhoke at the voyce, rot⸗ 
tennesentredinfo my bones, and Ftrems 
bled in my ſelfe, that J might haue reſt in 
the dap ok trouble. 

Euen ſo derelp beloued, it is with vs all. 
The plagues of God , becauſe they are pꝛo⸗ 
nounced agaynſt iniquitie , it maketh the 
childe of God to feare and tremble, that ſa 
fo;eſeing the harme, he might pꝛepare him 
help, and becauſe of the deſtrojer, ſeeke with 
out wearines vnto the ſauiour. Though he 
hide him ſelfe at the firſt, the wounded ſpirit 
and troubled hart muſt needes find him out, 
A great cauſe of vnſpeakeable gladnes, 
though we ſeeme ſwalowed vp of penſiue 
_ ſozow, Ne are full of griefe,but we are cha⸗ 
ſticed of the Loꝛd, becauſe we ſhould not be 
condemned wyth the wozld , We dye with 
Chiſt, but becauſe we ſhould line with him, 
We lament and werpe, but becauſe that 
Chz t wipe away al teares from our 
eyes. are deliuered vnto death foz Je- 
ſus ſake but betauſe the life of Jeſus ſhould 
be mad6manyfeſt in our fleſh, We beare a- 
"bout in dur bodpes the moztification — the

d Jeſus, but becanſe the lyfe of Jeſus 
myght be manifeſt alſo in our bodies. We 
haue anguiſh of ſpirit # veration of minde, 
ſuch as hath not bene frb the beginning, but 
fo2 this cauſe, that when ſodaine deſtruction 
thal come vpon the careles woꝛld, we might 
lift vp our heades,and behold our redempti⸗ 
on at hand. Let vs then be bold, and in pati⸗ 
ence poſſeſſe our ſoules. Fo theſe cauſes 
we are now afflicted, that we might reteiue 
mercpe, and finde grace to help in the time 
of nede: And foz this cauſe we tremble and 


are afrayde , that after many pꝛapers and 


ſupplications we might be delpuered from 
the thyngs which we haue feared, It folow⸗ 
eth in the Apoſtle , And beyng conſecrate, 
he was made the authour of ſaluation to all 
them that obey hym, 
Jn theſe wooꝛdes we are taught what 
kruite and commodity we haue thozow theſe 
bitter ſufferinges of our ſauiour Chꝛiſt, and 
alſo by what meanes we are made parta⸗ 
kers of it. The fruite is eternal ſaluation, 
the meanes to go vnto it is obedzence; In 
the fy2it wee learne, that all and 
hope of lyfe is in Chꝛiſt alone. Us hath a- 
lone the woꝛdes of lyfe, he is alons the bꝛead 
of lyfe, the water of lyfe, the authaur of life, 
the woozd of lyfe, the tree of lyle ehe —_ 
Pte. 
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Iyfe. Me that beleueth in him, he hath ener» 
laſting life, and he that dwelleth not in him, 
ſhal ſe no life, but the wꝛath of God abideth 
an him. Take hold of Chꝛiſt, aud take hold 
of life. Reach foꝛth thyne hans to any other 
thing,and thou reacheſt vnto vanitye which 
cannot helpe ;Loke not fo2 life, but wher if 
dwelleth: in the fleſh of Chꝛiſt alone there 

it reſteth. Death hath rapgned in all the 
wozld beüde, and led euerp creature into 
bondage . If thou loke vnto the heauens, 
there is but veration and anguiſh: If thou 
loke vnto the earth,ther 1s but darknes and 
ſozow: if thou cal vato Abꝛaham, he know- 
eth the not: It thou cry vpon Angels, they 
cannot helpe thee : if thou looke vnto thy 
wo:kes,they are al vncleane: it thou truſt 
in thy pꝛaiers, the Lo2d hath nopleaſure in 
them: Cal foꝛ the help of all creatures, they 
arc ſubiedt to vanitie, there is no lyfe but 
in Chziſt alone. The Elders, the Angels, 
the Beaſtes, and all creatures, they geue 
this honour vnto Chziſt: Saluation is of 
hun that ſitteth vpon the thzone,, and ok the 
Lambe, and altogether they cry Amen, And 
if all the creatures which pet are excellent 
god, are not of power to gene any pace of 
this lyke: then what ſhal we thinke of thoſ 
people, euemies to Gov, + murderers of his
